Lazarus Raised, 

Martha and Mary were very 
sad because of their brother’s 
death.. Though he was in the 
tomb and they had returned to 
their home, they were still weep- 
ing. Martha learned that Jesus 
was coming, she ran out to 
meet Him, but Mary being so 
overcome with grief sat still in 
the house. Mary means “bitter” 
her soul was overwhelmed in 
bitterness because of death’s 
cruel hand in her home. 

Martha means “keeper of the 
house.” It seems that Martha 
was resolute and had a disposi- 
tion to go ahead and not to give 
away to the bitterness ofsorrow. 

Another meaning for Martha 


is “Instructed of the Lord.” She 
immediately after meeting the 
Lord as He approached the 
house became an humble and 
submissive student. She at first 
expressed her sorrow of Jesus’ 
seeming neglect to come _ to 
their aid in behalf of their 
brother, but Jesus said to her 
“Thy brother shall live again.” 
She thinking that He had refer- 
ence to the general resurrection 
in which they thought that all 
classes should ise, 
she said, “I! know that he 
will rise again in the resurrec- 
tion in the last day.” Then 
came the text of our lesson, “‘l 
am the resurrection and the 
life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall 
he live.” 

Some would have us to he- 
lieve that this is having refer- 
ence to being dead in tresspass- 
es and in sin, but this isn’t the 
thought Jesus was trying to 
convey. It simply means. 
though we die we shall live 
again. 

The Syriac version has it, 
“He that believeth in me, 
though he should die, will live.” 
That is, the very part that dies 
shall live again. Of course the 
soul will not die, but go to God 
who gave it, therefore it is the 
body that is to live again. 

Jesus further stated, “whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in me 
‘shall never die.” The Syriac 





version says, “will fot die 
forever.” Believest thou this?” 
In other words, ‘Martha, can 


you believe that though your 
body should die that it will not 
| be dead forever?” 

Martha said, ““Yea, Lord: I be- 
| lieve that thou art the Christ 
ithe Son of God.” She was then 

ready to give up the argument 
;and to call for Mary that she 
\too might hear His wonderful 
| words on the resurrection, the 
‘thing ‘that was of so much in- 
, terest to both of them at that 
| time. 

He had just told Martha that 
“He is the resurrection and the 
life.” Now since she had found 
out that He was actually the 
Christ (Messiah) the Son of 
God, she could do nothing else 
than take His words and _ be- 
lieve that the dead bodies would 
‘not remain in death forever but 
would live again. 

The First Fruits, 


at harvest time they were to go 
into the field and cut a handful 
of grain and wave before the 


the next day after the Sabbath, 
then later the entire field should 
be reaped, then later the glean- 
ers were to follow. 

The first fruit was a type of 
Jesus, who is referred to as “the 
first fruits of them that slept.” 

That first handful of grain 
was just like the main harvest 
but it was harvested first, so it 
is with Jesus He has gone the 
death route and has been resur- 
rected and stands as an 
example of what we shall be. 
He whod in spirit went to Para- 
dise and preached to the spirits 
in prison did not come past the 
tomb and leave His body repos- 
ing in an eternal sleep, but He 
picked up the very same identi- 
cal body that He laid down, or 
other words reunited with the 
same body, it having the same 
features, the same stature, the 
same loving expression in His 
countenance, the same color of 
hair, etc.

You should give 
to him usually not less than the 
amount sent to Headquarters, 
this of course would be a little 
more than another tithe. This 
is not a tithe, but an offering to 
the State + ge but estimat- 
ed to be néar the amount tithed 
to Headquarters.

HEALING About Tobacco 


DERE DRS RRS LE 


F. J. Lee 

Question 1. A certain brother 
in the Church is in partnership 
with a man who sells tobacco 
and cold drinks in their store. 
This brother has no interest in 
this part of the business and 
does not sell nor handle the 
cold drinks and tobacco. Should 
the church turn him out? 

Answer. If he has_ proven 
that he has no interest in this 
part of the store which doubt- 
ess is under a separate license, 
and that he does not receive 
money from the sales of these 
things, neither does he sell or 
handle it; reason teaches me 
that he should not be’ turned 
out of the church, 

Question 2. If a man is run- 
ning a store and has’ tobacco 
for sale, but does not touch it, 
but let some ore else handle it 
for him, perhaps the customer 
euts and wraps his own to- 
bacco, then leaves the money 
on the counter. Is this merchant 
guilty of breaking the rules of 
the Assembly, and should he be 
disfellowshipped from __ the 
Church? 

Answer. This sounds a little 
like the man who goes to a cer- 
tain stump and finds a bottle of 
whiskey, he takes. the bottle 
and leaves his money on the 
stump, yet the man will sware 
in court, “I did not sell any 
whiskey.” I say the man who 
sells tobacco like this is as 
guilty as the boot-legger and 
should be dealt with by the 
Church, as the boot-legger 
should be dealt with in court. 

Question 3. A drayman,-who 
is a member of the Church 
hauls freight; to sustain his 
business he has to handle boxes 
containing tobacco. Should the 
Church deal with him? 

Answer. My answer 
common sense says, “No.” 

Question 4. A mail carrier 
sometimes has to carry mail 
bags and express packages con- 
taining tobacco. Should the 
Church ask him to give up his 
job? 

Answer. Doubtless many 
times he does not know what 
the bags contain till he is about 
ready to deliver, then he may 
not know that it is tobacco. I 
say the mail carrier should con- 
tinue his job. . 

Question 5. Should a mem- 
ber of the Church refuse to 
work on a barn that is being 
built for a tobacco barn? 

Answer. No, It isn’t his barn, 
he is only working for wages 
to be used in the support’ of 
his family, and as he isn’t com- 
ing in direct contact with  to- 
bacco, by handling or smelling 
it. Let him work. The pine 
boards and nails would not be 
any inducement for him to use 
tobacco, 

Question 6. Why should not 
the clerks in the store be al- 
lowed to sell it since they are 
also working for wages? 

Answer. There is danger in 
the clerk forming the habit of 
using it, especially if he had 
formerly used it, then too, they 
must take care of their influ- 
ence. 

Question 7. Why have you giv- 
en the above advice? 

Answer. From the fact that 
the Assembly has not ordered 
that a man should 
partnership with aman who 
sells tobacco, if the man has no 


that 


interest in his partner’s tobac- | 


co. 
The Assembly has _ not or- 
dered that the drayman should 
not haul boxes’ containing to- 
bacco. Neither has she ordered 
the mail carrier or carpenter to 
quit their jobs. 

The Assembly has said that 
her members should not chew, 
smoke or dip the filthy stuff, 
also that members whe are 
farmers should not raise it, and 
that her merchant should not 


sell it. Yet in everything we! 


are to use good judgment, If 
a clerk happens to be thrown 
in contact with it because of 
his job and there isn’t anything 
else in the community that he 
can work at, and his family 
especially needs the money, 
common sense and judgment 
teaches that he should not 
abrubtly throw up his job and 
let his family suffer, but the 
advice has always been, 
your eyes open and when a dif- 
one job presents itself, accept 
t.
